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ORIENTAL JEWS START NEW SETTLEMENTS 


NEWCOMERS TO THE NEGEV 


By HUGH ORGEL 


‘| HERE are no Levys among 
the Jewish population of 
the island of Jerba,.. in the 
Gulf of Tunisia. According to 
local legend, the community 
of some 5,000 souls is descend+ 
ed from Jews who arrived 
there after the destruction of 
the First Temple. There were 
many Levites among them at 
that time, but when Ezra ap- 
peaied to them to return to 
Israel and help build the 
Second Temple, they refused. 
and, runs the legend. were 
accordingly cursed by Ezra 
who said that no Levy would 
henceforth live on the is- 
land 
Today, as though to atone 
for the ancient refusal. . the 
Jews of the island are staupca 
Zionists. Some 1,250 have al- 
ready arrived in Israeli, and 
some of the most recent ar- 
rivals have already settled on 
the land. 


From Jerba and India 


Together with many hund- 
reds of other families of im- 
migrants from Oriental com- 
munities, these Jews of Jer- 
ba spend only a month or 80 
in immigrant reception camps 
before moving onto the land. 
The cooperative village . is 
their most popular form of 
agricultural settlement, and 
most of the new Moshavim 
are being settled by members 
of Oriental communities, from 
Iraq and India, from Iran, 
Turkey and North Africa. 

This latest movement beck 
to the land contradicts two 
rumours which were wide; 
current here a few months 
back — Mat new immigrants 
were forced to stay many 
months in reception camps be- 
fore. being absorbed, and that 
the “North African” or “Ori- 
ental” element was difficuil 
to absorb and would not make 
good citizens. 

Around Julis, on the road 


southwards to Beersheba, and 
around Imara, in the WNorth- 
Western Negev, there are two 
large complexes of new co- 
villages, founded 

by Oriental 

Jews. Some of the settiements 
are only’ a month or = old, 
established by people who ar- 
rived in Israel as little as 
six months ago. Others - 
ready regard themselves as 
“veterans;” they have been 
here a veer and have been 
on the land for eight rnonths. 
All of them are hard-work- 
ing and industrious and are 
proud of their achievements 
to date And they are ti 
ed to be proud. In the space 
of a Tew months these nen 
comers have built their own 
houses from cement biocks 
made by themselves on the 
spot, as well as putting hun- 
dreds of dunams of land un- 
der the plowgh and planting 
potatoes, onions, tomatoes and 
maize. They have also hired 
thernselves out as labourers on 
public works projects, includ- 
ing road-making and laying the 
water pipe-line. Their life is 
hard. but “things are O.K. 
now; they'll be even better 
soon.” they tell the visitor 
who stops to ask them how 


at their new home at 

“Gimmel” for two months, 
and are to be joined shortly 
by a further 50 families. Un- 
der the guidance of a veteran 
farmer from Kfar Vitkin they 
are learning to tend their land 
and to build their houses. 
Hebrew comes naturally to 
them, as for the past 30 years 
most Jewish children on the 
island have been taught the 
language in preparation for 
their immigration. Many of
